The answer is not far to seek. Canada, like South Africa, is a conquered 
country. It was orig nally a French possession, but was wrested by force of 
British arms from France, just as the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
were wrested from the Boers.

' those treaties Britain solemnly‘ pledged her national word and honor to the 
observance of certain things, and among these was recogn'tion of certain 
racial, rel‘gious and language rights and privileges. 

‘Accorded full Dominion status, the duty and,responstbility of maintain- 
ing and observing both the letter and the spirit of these treaty obligations 
devolves upon Canada and South Africa. The nat'onal word. and honor of 
these two Dominions is pledged just as solemnly as is that of Great Britain

Irving Glover, second: assistant post- 
master-general of the Un‘ted States 
to Ottawa.

Reorganization of agriculture is 
the present day need of Manitoba, 
commented Hon. T. A. Crerar, Dom- 
inion Min’ster of Railways, speak ng 
recently before the annual conven- 
tion of the United Farmers of Man- 
toba. Diversified farm operations, he 
considered, cffered the solution for the 
province's farm problem. : 

In his first public speech s‘nce re- 
entering into politics as a minister 
in the Mackenzie King cabinet, the 
former Progressive leader made no 
reference to political affa'rs. Mr. 
Crerar cutlined the progress of the 
United Farmers of Manitoba since or- 
ganization in 1903. He referred to: the 
fight for changes in the Canada Grain 
Act, reductions in tariff, and creation 
of market ng organizations. 

“There never was a time when the 
United Farmers of’ Manitoba was so 
necessary as it is today,” remarked 
Mr. Crerar, referring to the opinion 
of those who considered that the pro- 
vincial body should be discontinued. 

He thought the -United Farmers 
might investigate the advisability of 
diversified farming development and 
stress the ‘value of education, a, mat- 
ter of supreme {importance in rural 
life. Such objects he considered as 
vital securing better means of cred't, 
more favorable freight rates and low- 
er tariffs. . ;
